What I claim is > 

1. A safety means for poison bottles and 
the like, comprising a cap of resilient material, 
intended for mounting about a cork in the 
bottle to prevent an unintentional opening 
of the bottle, said cap being provided with 
inwardly protruding flanges or projections 
which are arranged to be insert able behind 
an abutment on the neck of the bottle, a ring 
around the cap, which ring capable of 
being moved to force the flanges or pro* 
jection* of the cap under said abutment or 
to release them therefrom, and locking means 
for preventing relative movement between 
the ring and the cap* characterized in that 
said locking means is spring-loaded and is 
such that it can be released by a separate 
tool or key provided for that purpose. 

2. A safety means according to Claim I, 
characterized in that there is provided 



within the cap a spring with a pin which 
passes through a hole in the cap and is 
adapted to engage a groove in the ring when 
the latter assumes the pushed-down position, 
the spring being operable for removing the 25 
pin from the groove by means of a tool or a 
key which may be inserted through a hole 
in the cap. 

3. A safety means for poison bottles and 
the like, constructed and arranged sub* 30 
stantially as described herein and a$ illus- 
trated in the accompanying drawings*
